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Nation-wide Survey of Teenagers Shows 





US. Jewish Kids Love Israel, 
Want To Help It, But Not Go There

“Israel is wonderful for a visit, 


but I don’t want to go there te 
live.” 

THIS IS the position taken by 
a majority of American Jewish 
teen-agers, Zionists and non-Zion- 
ists, according to a survey made 
by the B'nai B’rith Youth Or- 
ganization. The survey of the 
teen agers, who averaged 16 
years old plus, was made in °co- 
operation with the youth activ- 
ities department of the Americar 
Zionist Council. 

The study based on a poll of 
teens in 16 major American cities 
and 28 smaller communities re 
vealed that while “aliya” (going 
to Israel to live) was overwhel- 
mingly rejected, the youngsters 
strongly supported both economic 
and political aid to Israel and 
rejected arguments about dual 
loyalty as “nonsense.” 

ONLY ONE-THIRD of 1 per 
cent of those polled termed the 
creation of Israel “a mistake” 

Seventy-five per cent enthusi- 
astically endorsed the birth of 
the Jewish state and one-third 
declared it to be “the most won- 
derful event in 2,000 years of 
Jewish history.” 

When Israel has a “justifiable 
Brievance,” American Jews 
hould seek to influence the 
U. S. government in Israel's be- 
half, declared 90 per cent of the 
teens questioned. Letters and pe- 
titions were favored, but half also 
approved “demonstrations and 
rallies.” 

“ONLY IN very rare or ex- 
treme instances will activities in 
behalf of Israel be incompatible 
With a Jew’s responsibility as 
a citizen of the United States,” 
according to 60 per cent 

Israel's Sinai campaign and 
the non-observance of religious 
practices by many Israelis are 
not considered harmful to Amer- 
ican Jewry; but 92 per cent of 
the teen-agers were strongly op- 
posed to religious domination of 
Secular life in Israel. 

ISRAELI developments’ con- 
Sidered most beneficial to Amer- 
ican Jewry are: Israel’s “open- 
door” policy of unrestricted im- 
migration for Jews; the advance- 
ment of Israeli music and art; 





Berger Defends 
letter Asking for 
U.S. Sift of Exodus 


NEW YORK (P-O)—The letter 
Written by the chairman of the 
Washington chapter of the Amer- 
ican Council for Judaism urging 
a re-examination of American's 
attitude towards the exodus of 
Rumanian Jews (P-O, Feb. 27) 
Was defended here by Rabbi 
Elmer Berger, executive vice- 
President of the Council 

“We certainly agree with eve- 
Yything that Max Fischer wrote 
in his letter to the Washington 
Post. We did not ask the State 
Department to halt the Ruman- 
jan exodus. We merely asked the 
U.S. Government to give a full 
report on what the situation 
really is and whether it agrees 
with American policy in the Mid- 
die East.” 





and the growth of the Hebrew 
language. 

Sixty per cent identify Israel 
as “a homeland for Jews who 
wish to or must go there;” and 
Hebrew is characterized as “the 
language of the Jewish people.” 

THE STUDY also showed, ac- 
cording to Label A. Katz of New 
Orleans, national chairman of 
BBYO, that as to the meaning 
of Zionist and Zionism, “they 
are just as confused about this 
as their elders.” 

Half of the young persons said 
they did not know if they were 
Zionists or not ... lacking a 
clear definition of what a Zion- 
ist is. Only 28 per cent consid- 
ered themselves Zionists, while 
the remaining 22 per cent said 
they were not. 


GIVING TO Israel by Amer- 
ican Jews is “a very important” 
bond between the Jews of both 
countries, say the teens who 
favor “increasing allocations to 
Israel” even if a Jewish com- 
munity raises no more this year 
than last. When informed that 
currently 63 per cent of funds 
raised by Jewish Welfare organ- 
izations is sent to Israel, the 
youngsters who favored in- 
creased allocations also said this 
percentage was sufficient. 

Despite their strong pro-Israel 
feelings, the youngsters were de- 
ficient in their actual knowledge 
of Israel’s geography and _ his- 
tory as compared with their 
knowledge of U. S. and world 
history and geography. The re- 
sults of a specially prepared quiz 
showed that the teenagers scored 
68 per cent on their knowledge 
of the U. S., 42 per cent on the 
world and 37 per cent on Israel. 


YOUTHS WHO scored high on 
their knowledge of Israel... 
about 15 per cent... were those 
with a solid schooling in Hebrew 
and general Jewish knowledge 
or who had personal contacts 
with Israelis through correspond- 
ence. 

American Jewish teens almost 
unanimously reject the belief ex- 
pressed publicly in Israel that 
anti-Semitism is inevitable ev- 
erywhere except in Israel which 
is the only place Jews can really 
be “safe.” They also reject the 
idea that Jewish culture can 
thrive and be creative only in 
Israel and see “a prospering fu- 
ture for Jewish life in their na- 
tive land.” 


KATZ SAID that significantly 
the survey shows that “teen- 
agers reflect the prevailing at- 
titudes of the adult Jewish com- 
munity.” 

All youngsters polled are af- 
fillated with the B'nai B'rith 
Youth Organization. 

THE SURVEY is the first of 
its kind ever attempted on a 
large scale.

THE THREE bodies issued a

or creed.

UJA FIGHTS FOR FUNDS 
AS EXODUS CONTINUES 
IN TICKLISH SITUATION 


NEW YORK (P-O)—The deli- 
cate political situation regarding 
the Rumanian exodus had United 
Jewish Appeal speakers saying 
opposing things about the re- 
markable opening of the doors 
for Jews of this iron curtain 
country, *but one thing was cer- 
tain as of this week. 

JEWS WERE still arriving io 
Vienna from Rumania. 

As of Sunday, 350 Rumanian 
Jews, two trainloads, arrived in 
Vienna, while 500 that had 
reached the Austrian haven ear- 
lier left for Israel. 


Because of fear that Ruman-’ 


ian authorities, pressed by the 
Arabs, might suddenly close the 
exit passages, the UJA didn’t 
seem to know exactly what to 
tell the prospective contributors 
they spoke to in cities across 
the nations where the spring 
drives were opening. 

Heritage, Los Angeles Jewish 
weekly, reporteq Rabbi Herbert 
A. Friedman, executive vice-pres 
ident of the UJA as telling a 
parley of UJA’s western region 
that “What we are witnessing is 
a jailbreak on the part of Ru- 
mania’s Jewish population.” 

IN DURHAM, N. C., address: 
ing a regional conference of 
North Carolina UJA_ workers, 
Yehuda Hellman emphasized that 
Rumania should not be accused 
of forcing the Jews to emigrate. 
Rumania, he told the workers 
kindly opened its doors so that 
any Jew who wished to leave 
might do so. 

In London, the Jewish Chroni- 
cle reported from its Vienna cor- 
resondent that Rumania had 
made a tragic decision to curt1i! 
omigration of Jews to Israel as 
the result of strong Arab pres- 
sure. 

THE NEWSPAPER report was 
based on an official Rumanian 
News Agency, Agerpress, releast 
to the effect that the Rumaniar 
Government intended to cut down 
the number of exit permits for 
Jews. Agerpress launched a vi- 
olent attack on Ben-Gurion and

NEW YORK (P-O) — Figures 
used by the American Counc 
for Judaism Philanthropic Fund 
showing that 8,800 Jews reache? 
Vienna from Rumania from June 
1958 to Feb. 1959, came from 
Austrian Government estimates, 
The POST and OPINION was 
told. 

A second figure used in the 
letter, which was an appeal for 
funds for those Rumanian Jews 
who did not want to go to I[s- 
rael, projected the 1959 emigra- 
tion of Jews from Rumania at 
15,000. This figure, the Council 
seid, came from’ the Austriat: 
Ministry for Interna] Affairs. 

The Jewish Agency here, que- 
ried about these figures, prefer- 
red not to comment because “no- 
body can really tell how many 
will leave Rumania during this 
year, but the other numbers are 
almost right.” 





Israel, accusing them of imper- 
ialistic propaganda. 

For three times in the past 
fortnight, the USSR has denied 
officially that emigration of Jews 
from Russia to Israel will be 
permitted 

IN ISRAEL, the cabinet ap- 
proved a_ special tax ranging 
from 6 to 12 per cent on the in- 
come of every citizen now ai- 
ready burdened by the heaviest 
tax load of any country, 

The new tax is expected to 
provide $22 million to facilitate 
the absorption of the Rumanian 
immigrants streaming into the 
country. 

Meanwhile, as a followup on 
the recent emergency conference 
of major national Jewish organ 
izations, a “conference of pres- 
idents for 1959 UJA” was set 
up with Philip Klutznick of the 
B’nai B'rith as chairman. The 
American Jew‘sh Cormittee 
which participated in the emer- 
gency conference but said it 
would act independently to aid 
the UJA drive, was not a mem- 
ber of the new adhoc committee. 

In Los Angeles, Dr. Max Wil- 
liam Bay, who spent two weeks 
in Europe studying the Ruman- 
ian exoduzr, said that “those leav- 
ing are stripped of everything: ° 
clothes, jewelry, even diplomas 
attesting to their having gradu- 
ated from schools and universi- 
ties.” 

No violence accompanies their 
getting out, said the chairman of 
the Los Angeles United Jewish 
Welfare Fund. The movement is 
not an expulsion and there’s no 
expropriation of property—but 
those leaving are subjected to 
many indignities and _ harass- 
ment, 

ASKED WHAT were the feel- 
ings of the men and women he 
talked to in Vienna, and on the 
trains going to Naples and 
Genoa, Bay said, | 

“They were sad at having to 
leave their birthplace. Many had 
left members of their families 
behind. 

“AND THEY were dazed. They 
were out in the free world and 
hadn’t gotten used to the feel- 
ing. And they were embittered 
because their possessions had 
been taken from them. 

How did they feel about Israel? 

“THEIR FEELINGS can be 
summed up best in the words of 
one surgeon who told me, ‘1 
never want to go to a country 
where I will be in the minority 
again’.” 

“And many said, no matter 
what we find in Israel, it is, after 
all, our land, a Jewish land.” 

At Arrowhead Springs, Rabbi 
Friedman said the current esti- 
mate of 100,000 Jewish immi- 
grants from Rumania to Israel 
is “very low.” 

“The facts and figures in our 
possession show that more than 
100,000 Rumanian Jews have 
registered to leave since appli- 
cations were accepted last Sep- 
tember,” said Friedman. “In ad- 
dition, some 50,000 Jews applied 
for exit visas in 1951 and they 
too will go.”

Seen Not Hiring Jews 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, (P-O) 
Banking, utility and heavy man- 
ufacturing industries in Ohio 
discriminate against Jews in their 
hiring and promotion practices. 


DISCRIMINATION against 
Jews is also widespread in the 
areas of public accounting and 
engineering. 

These are among the findings 
of the governor’s advisory com- 
mission on Civil rights, after con 
cluding a thorough study. 


THE COMMISSION is made up 
of 20 representative citizens from 
all sections of the state. 

Jewish personnel engaged in 
placement and guidance work for 
Jews, according to the commis- 
sion’s conclusions, believe that 
discrimination against Jews is 
greatest with regard to top and 
middle management positions. 


IT IS ALSO their opinion that 
the matter of social discrimina- 
tion against Jews plays a major 
role in preventing Jews from ob- 
taining top management posi- 
tions. 

The commonly held idea of 
many employers that Jews are 
not interested in ordinary jots 
4n manufacturing or other activ- 
ities is challenged by Jewish 
agencies. They indicate that a 
sizeable Jewish community con- 
tains many members who are 
limited in education, ability and 
training and are willing to ac- 
cept routine jobs in manufactur- 
ing or other activities. 


BANK AND utility cffiicials 
who indicate that the lack of 
Jews in their organizations is 
the result of a lack of applicants, 
rather than a polick of discrimi- 
nation, got some support from 
the Jewish agencies. The agencies 
replied, however, that the lack 
of applicants results from the 
belief of the Jews in the commu- 
nity that these business organ* 


ization will not hire them. 
A few bank officials indicated 
that they did not believe it would 


be good policy to hire Jews, even 
if qualified. 


THE JEWISH agencies indi- 
cated that few Jews are hirel 
as engineering or management 
trainees in industry. Employers 
said this is true, but again Tre- 
ferreq to a lack of applicants as 
the main reason. 








Rabbi Invited But 
Must Buy Ticket 


PHILADELPHIA (P-O)— 
A Conservative congregation 
here has informed its rabbi 
and cantor that they will not 
be able to come to the con- 
gregation’s annual dinner un- 
less they pay for a ticket. 

Oxford Circle Jewish Com- 
munity Centre, with. about a 
1,000 - family membership, 
mailed an official letter to 
Rabbi J. H. Romirowsky, 
Cantor David Reznik, and 
educational dirctor Samuel 
Deutsch inviting them to the 
synagogue’s annual affair— 
but only if they buy tickets. 

“In the past,” the com- 
munication to the three func- 
tionaries reads, “we have 
been able to extend this in- 
vitation to you as the guest 
of the congregation. 

“However,” the letter con- 
tinues, “with the increased 
catering cost, and the addi- 
tional cost involved in paying 
tribute to our presidents, we 
find ourselves unable to ex- 
tend our customary ges- 
ture.” 


Klutznick Says 1959 Crucial Year 





INDIANAPOLIS (P-O) — The 
view that he would prefer to 
see central fund-raising in local 
Jewish ccmmunities destroyed 
rather than see the needs of a 
vital and growing U. S. Jewish 
community un- 
met was ex- 
pressed this 
week by Philip 
Klutznick. 

A ddr essing 
the annual 
meeting of the 
Jewish Wel- 
fare Federa- 
tion, the presi- 

Klutznick dent of B'nai 
Brith asserted that the year 
1959 is a crucial one for central 
fund-raising in U. S. Jewish 
communities. 

He told his hearers, who had 
just heard a report of a disap- 
pointing total raised in Indian- 
apolis in 1958, that what hap- 
pened here was typical of many 
cities throughout the U. S. 


UNLESS there is a decided 
reversal, he asserted, central 
fund-raising is in great danger 
and will face its most important 
test this year since the idea was 
first conceived. 


He presented the theme that 











the U. S. Jewish community pos- 
sesses the resources to meet the 
needs, and called on fund-raisers 
not to spend so much time on 
managing money, but to devote 
more effort to raising it. 


KLUTZNICK told his hearers 
that he headed a region of the 
Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds a generation 


ago, and that he stood squarely 
behind the concept. 


~ Central Fund-Raising Crisis Seen 


Referring to the new exodus 
of Jews from behind the Iron 
Curtain, he said that there would 
be severe consequences to the 
U. S. Jewish community if the 
stream of refugees were, not 
taken care of. This is not a crisis 
6,000 miles away, he declared, 
but could have its effect on Jews 
of America, too, 

HE EXPRESSED his faith in 
the ability of the Jewish com- 
munity to rise to the occasion.

HOW TO DISPLAY THE FLAG 


There are certain fundamental rules of Heraldry, which, if understood generally, would 
indicate the proper method of displaying the Flag. The matter becomes a very simple one 
if it is kept in mind that the National Flag represents the living country and is itself con- 
sidered a living thing. The Union of the Flag is the honor point; the right arm is the sword 
arm, and therefore the point of danger and hence the place of honor. 


The Flag should be displayed only from sunrise to sunset. It should be displayed on 
National and State holidays and on historic and special occasions. The Flag should be hoisted 
briskly and lowered slowly and ceremoniously. In raising and lowering the Flag it should never 
be allowed to touch the ground. 


When the Flag is in such condition that it is no longer a fitting emblem for display it 
should not be cast aside or used in any way that might be viewed as disrespectful to the 
National Colors, but should be destroyed as a whole, privately, preferably by burning or by 
some other method in harmony with the reverence and respect we owe to the emblem 
representing our country. 





When it is displayed on the 
pulpit, the Flag of the United 
States should be flown from a 
staff placed on the clergyman’s 
right as he faces the congre- 
gation. All other flags on the 
pulpit should be on his left. 


When it is displayed on the 
floor of the Synagogue, on a 
level with the Congregation, 
the position of the Flag is re- 
versed from that above. It is 
placed on the right of the Con- 
gregation, as one faces the 
Pulpit. 





When used on a_ speaker's 
platform the Flag should be 
displayed above and behind the 
speaker. It should never be 
used to cover the 
table nor to drape over the 
front of the platform. 
from a staff it should be on 
the speaker's right.

When 
mixing by hand, beat 15 to 20 
minutes.

Cut for small 
cakes, or twist into two rings 
for Coffee rings. Place on greased 
pans. Let rise in warm place un- 
til doubled in bulk. Bake 30 
minutes or until brown at 330 
degrees. Frost with simple con- 
fectioners’ sugar and fruit juice 
icing if desired.

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Israelis in Dilemma; Sharret Won’t Accept 3d Highest Post — 


By CARL ALPERT 

HAIFA—For the past several weeks Israel has 
witnessed an unusual politigal spectacle—a high 
post of honor, dignity and responsibility in the 
government has been vacant for lack of a suitable 
occupant, 

The position is that of speaker of the knesset, 
which became vacant with the 
death of Joseph Sprinzak. 

It ranks perhaps third on the 
national scene, following only the 
presidency and the premiership. 
Its occupant is in a position to 
influence the operations of the 
knesset, and thereby much of the 
legislation of the country. 

It was generally agreed that 
Sprinzak had filled the speaker’s 
chair with dignity and fairness.

WITH RARE unanimity, public opinion turned 
toward one man. His own party advanced his can- 
didacy with delight. Spokesmen of every other 
party, both in the government coalition and in the 
opposition, agreed to the choice. Newspaper edi- 
torials uniformly hailed the choice as ideal. There 
was only one hitch. The public’s choice, Moshe 
Sharett, refused the honor. 

At first his reply was not taken seriously. The 
political leaders and the editorial writers explained 
why he had to accept. Certainly the agreement 


ment to Mr. Sharett himself, but also a guarantee 
of the success he would have in presiding over 
the parliamentary battles of the knesset. 


HE WAS steadfast in his refusal. There were 
some who thought that he was peeved at his party, 


Mapai, for having edged him out of activity a. 


few years ago. 

Finally Sharett himself explained his stand. For 
one thing, he said, he did not feel that he was 
temperamentally suited to the neutral life of a 
chairman. 

But his more obvious reason followed. The 
speaker of the knesset must necessarily withdraw 
from the political arena. Sharett was not willing 
to be kicked upstairs. He did not wish to limit 
his field of action. The inference is that he still 
has political ambitions, presumably for Ben-Gurion’s 
chair. If this is so he can certainly be gratified 
by the expressions of support he has received in 
this instance. 


THE PROBLEM of finding a replacement for 
Sprinzak remained. 

Mapai feels that since it is the largest party, 
the post should go to one of its members. The 
party did not hide its disappointment at Sharett’s 
stand, and many felt that he had let his party 
down in an hour of need. 

At this stage another candidacy was announced, 
Nahum Nir, member of the Achduth Ha-Avodah 
party, left of Mapai. 

Here was an opportunity to challenge Mapai’s 


supremacy, and a number of the smaller parties, 
both in and out of the coalition, announced their 
support for Nir. Thus pressed, Mapai came up with 
its candidate—Berl Locker, who has long been ac- 
tive in Zionist affairs. The committed votes were 
hastily added up by observers—and the result 
seemed to be a deadlock. 


STANDING ALOOF for the time being is the 
religious bloc, and it appears that they have the 
power to decide by throwing their votes to one 
side or the other. 

The dilemma of the religious parties is a sad 
one. On the one hand, they would be delighted to 
vote against Mapai, which was responsible for their 
leaving the coalition earlier in the year. This would 
show once again that the religious groups hold the 


‘balance of power in the country. But on the other 


hand. Mr. Nir happens to have a long record of 
bitter opposition to religion. How can the Orthodox 
vote for him? 

ONE PAPER reported that Nir was so eager 
for election that he was even willing to pledge not 
to ride on Shabbat, as a matter of courtesy and 
respect. If this report is true, it is certainly no 
compliment to his integrity. 

One other alternative remains. The Mizrachi 
groups might put up a third and minority candi- 
date of their own. He could not win, of course, but 
it would make unnecessary a distasteful choice. 

The decision is due any moment. Whatever 
it may be, this much is certain: Moshe Sharett has 
re-emerged on the political scene with new strength,

UNEXPECTED AID TO UJA

that an opportunity to escape from any land where a 
_Jew’s freedom is endangered must not be lost. 


BUT MR. FISCHER prefers to see the Rumanian exo- 
dus as a Soviet plot, and as such calls on the State De- 
partment to act. 

We can’t think of a more cruel suggestion. 

We find it difficult to believe that the officials of 
The Council won’t discow this action of one of their com- 
munity leaders. 


NOT READY TO MERGE... YET 


Speculation on the successful convention just conclud- 
ed by the Council of Jewish Women in Los Angeles would 
compare this Jewish women’s group with the one other 
independent Jewish women’s group with whom it might 
be said to compete—Hadassah. 

WHILE HADASSAH’S program in recent years has 
been concerned more and more with needs and problems 
of Jewish women on the American scene, The Council’s 
has tended to develop more and more on the Israeli and 
world Jewish scene. 

In other words, events of our day and astute leader- 
ship are making the programs of these two central Jewish 
women’s organizations more and more alike. 

WE CAN SAY it in another way. 

The resolutions passed by the Council’s convention 
might with great appropriateness have been approved by 
any Hadassah convention. ‘ 


U.S. JEW ON THE MOVE 


We’ve seen many population surveys of all kinds 
in various Jewish communities, but it struck us in con- 
sidering the matter, that except for cities like Los Angeles 
where the Jewish community has doubled and trebled 
almost every decade, there is little understanding of the 
great movement of Jews elsewhere in the U. S. 

WHERE THE Jews are moving. to, we don’t presume 
to know. 

But in every middle-sized Jewish community you find 
hundreds of newcomers who have moved in over the past 
decade and less, 

This seems to us to warrant some study so that this 
movement might become known and its effects recognized 
and its needs met. 

WE HEAR SO much about the move to suburbia that 
we may be overlooking another vast movement which calls 
for greater consideration. 





An Army Chaplain Practices the High Art of Brotherhood

The annual brotherhood award of Rock- 
dale Avenue temple, in Cincinnati, was given 
this year to Chaplain Col. Henry Tavel, now 
stationed at Ft. Bragg, N. C. 

Colonel Tavel has made the Army his 
career for the past 17 years and is now the 
ranking chaplain in the U.S. 
Army. 

A few months ago he of- 
ficiated at the marriage of 
a young lieutenant who was 
confirmed at KAM temple 
and graduated from West 
Point. Lt. Don Fisch mar- 
ried Toby Lehrfeld, the 
daughter of Col. Irving Lehr- 
feld, also a West Pointer. 
Rabbi Weinstein Toby’s brother is a West 


Point graduate. 





IT MAY COME as a shock to many read- 
ers that Jews have become professional sol- 
diers. 

While of course our tradition does not 
rate war very highly, neither does it sanc- 
tion the outright pacifist position. The Tora 
and the Codes justify killing in self defense 
and in the defense of one’s country; and this 
is in keeping with the viable realism of Ju- 
daism. Even those of us with the sharpest 
distaste for the organized killing of war are 
pleased to think that our people do their 
share in the necessary dirty work of our 
nation. 

There are some who take vast pride in 
the exploits of our Jewish soldiers and con- 
sider our enlisted men as guarantors of the 
implied promise made by Asser Levy to Peter 
Stuyvesant. 

But Chaplain Tavel has made a true vir- 
tue of necessity. He has administered the 
complicated apparatus by which Jewish men 
in the armed services have been kept in touch 
with their religious tradition. He has brought 
the resources of the Jewish Welfare Board 
to the men so that they might celebrate the 
festivals properly and feel the kinship of 
Jewish communities everywhere. He has di- 
rected the elaborate counselling service by 
which young, homesick, often troubled boys 
are given the supportive therapy of sympa- 
thetic advisers, lay and clerical. 


IT WAS NOT for these roles, however, 
that he was selected as the recipient of the 
brotherhood award by the perceptive com- 
mittee of the Rockdale Avenue temple. It was 
rather for his work as an interpreter of 
Judaism to the non-Jews in the Army. 


Visiting Jewish speakers to Army estab- 
lishments are indeed helpful. Literature is 
helpful, too; but the Army is a world within 
a world. Army men live differently and think 
differently. Even their ideas have to come 


through channels and must bear the authen- 
tic hallmark and nuance of the military life, 

Seventeen years of Army life have en- 
abled Chaplain Tavel to naturalize Judaism in 
the military universe, very much like the 
Southern Jewish gentleman who greets you 
with “Sholom Aleichem, you all!” 


COL. TAVEL is held in affectionate es- 
teem by his fellow officers. They respect the 
Jewish traditions and willingly assist Jewish 
personnel in observing them, not only be- 


cause this is Army policy in our democracy, 
but because they have a healthy respect for 
the senior chaplain who is one of the regu- 
lars, an Army man like themselves, not a 
civilian on a tour of duty. 

It often happens that Chaplain Tavel, in 
the absence of his Protestant or Catholic col- 
leagues, must minister to non-Jewish men. 
He gives a living demonstration that Judaism 
honors the universal ethic which is the heart’s 
core of all faiths. In this sense good will and 
the precept of brotherhood become the by- 
products of his normal role as a chaplain. 

This is the most effective kind of preach- 
ment and the most abiding kind of brother- 
hood. It was an act of graceful justice that 
prompted Rockdale Avenue temple to seek 
out Chaplain Col. Henry Tavel for this much 
merited honor,
